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Apartment Tax Stirs Up 
Differences on Council

County executive Winfield Kelly’s proposal for a renters’ 
tax was the only item on the city council agenda for Monday, 
March 17, that created a difference of opinion. The council had 
not previously taken a position on the proposed 4% occupancy 
tax on multi-family dwelling units (where the rent exceeds $150 
monthly), but had stipulated earlier that, if additional taxing 
authority be granted to the county, the municipalities share in 
the proceeds of the tax. 


An attempt to modify this leg¬ 
islation in the General Assembly 
to permit the municipalities to 
share in the revenue, proportion¬ 
ate to the tax generated in the 
municipality, failed by a close 
vote and an attempt is now pend¬ 
ing to return a portion of the ren¬ 
ter 5, tax to municipalities, but on 
the basis of overall population. 

There was a general agreement 
among councilmen that the new 
distribution formula was inequit¬ 
able. Because of its large apart¬ 
ment population, Greenbelt would 
receive less than its proportion 
while a community like Berwyn 
Heights, with no or few apart¬ 
ments, would receive more than 
its proportion. 

Councilman Tom White took ex¬ 
ception, first, to the idea of a ren¬ 
ters’ tax which he strongly oppos¬ 
ed and, s<>cond, to the distribution 
formula for the municipalities, 
which he termed “stupid.” He said 
approval of the amendment would 
put the city in. the position either 
(1) of approving the renters’ tax; 
or (2) of opposing the tax but ac¬ 
cepting it because the city will 
get a “share of the pie.” 

Councilman Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained that the political situation 
appears to be such that the apart¬ 
ment tax is going through no mat¬ 
ter what Greenbelt does, and that 
the only chance for the city to 
benefit is to support the latest 
amendment under which the city 
would receive an estimated $39,312. 
He noted that if the amendment 
fails and the county tax passes, 
then the city tax rate on both 
apartments and non-apartments 
will have to rise to make up the 
$39,312 loss. 

The latter statement was made 
in reply to opposition expressed 
by Kathy Lefever of Springhill 
Lake to the apartment tax. She 
felt that the tax was inequitable, 
not only to the city, but also to 
apartment dwellers because of the 
uncertainty as to whether the tax 
would be deductible for income tax 
purposes, Kelly’s rationale for the 
apartment tax is that the apart¬ 
ments are not paying their full 
share by means of the property 
tax. 

Mayor Dick Pilski and coun¬ 
cilman Charles Schwan supported 
Weidenfeld, and the motion to in¬ 
form the county delegation of city 
approval of the amendment car¬ 
ried by a 3-2 vote. A proposal bv 
the city manager that the motion 
include an alternate recommenda¬ 
tion for a distribution formula ba¬ 
sed on each municipality receiving 
back a set percentage (20-25%) 
of the apartment tax collected 
within its borders was also ap¬ 
proved. 

Pilski said that no matter what 
one's feelings are about the rent¬ 
ers’ tax, it is hard to vote against 
a proposal that would ease the 
finances of the city. Schwan sHd 
that the time to establish the prin¬ 
cipal of city sharing of a county 
tax is when the new revenue 
source is being proposed, not later 
after the county has established 
a claim to the entire proceeds. He 
commented that municipalities as 
well as the county have financial 
problems. 


In a related matter the council 
was unanimous in supporting an 
amendment to the proposed county 
cigarette tax which would cut the 
municipalities in on part of this 
tax. Greenbelt could get $27,000 in 
additional revenues under this a- 
mendment. 

Transit Study 

Discouraged by the findings of 
its transit study, the council pret¬ 
ty much reached the conclusion 
that it would not be financially 
possible for the city to establish 
an internal bus system along the 
full-scale lines laid out by the 
transit consultants. The councfl 
decided, however, that it might be 
worth while to review the possi¬ 
bility of a limited, part-time, 
schedule with one bus or perhaps 
taxi service to provide types of 
service to m eet speci al needs. Such 
a service might provide for local 
commuting travel and some peri¬ 
odic special trips to shopping cen ¬ 
ters. 

Council also noted that the coun¬ 
ty is considering a bus study to 
provide services between the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland and such 
nearby muncipalities as Berwyn 
Heights, Riverdale, College Park, 
and Greenbelt. The council sug¬ 
gested that the county might want 
to look at Greenbelt’s transit study 
for possible pitfalls to avoid in 
the study. 

Bids 

Council approved a bid of $5,724 
by Prince George’s Electric Com 
pany for the purchase of a variety 
of electrical fixtures and materi¬ 
als necessary for installation of 
lights at the Braden Field tennis 
courts. Also approved was a bid 
for two police cars (Malibu) for 
$4,247 each from Lustine Chevro¬ 
let. 

CARES 

Council agreed to enter into a 
third-year contract starting March 
26 with Greenbelt CARES for the 
operation of the Youth Service 
Bureau. The Governor's Commis¬ 
sion is being reorganized and it is 
not expected to act on the funding 
for the project until April some 
time. In the meantime, funds are 
being continued at the previous 
year's funding rate. 

Building Problems 

City manager James Giese re¬ 
ported some Springhill Lake Rec¬ 
reation building problems with the 
supplier unable to furnish bricks 
of same color and size to finish 
building. Alternative solutions are 
being sought such as using differ¬ 
ent size bricks, but same color, 
for opposite walls. 

Highway 

Council agreed to ask the State 
Highway Administration to clari¬ 
fy the use of white lines on the 
shoulder lane at the intersection 
of Crescent Road and Kenilworth 
Ave. Motorists are not clear in 
making a right-hand turn from 
Kenilworth Ave. whether they are 
to avoid the shoulder or not. Wei¬ 
denfeld also asked that a guard 
railing be placed on the shoulder 
on the other side of the road.

Council approved a $2,110 ex-

GHI Bylaws Meeting Reveals 
Philosophical Differences

Conflicting Greenbelt Homes, Inc. philosophies were no bet¬ 
ter illustrated than at the March 11 informational meeting on 
proposed bylaw changes. One school of thought, motivated by a 
deep distrust of the board and management, felt that the corpor¬ 
ation’s salvation lay in restricting and curtailing the powers of 
the board and management. The opposing school of thought, 
noting the complicated and continually shifting problems facing 
the corporation, stressed the need for the board to have addi¬ 
tional flexibility and expertise to operate in a business-like 
fashion. 


WSSC Holds Hearing 
On Storm Drainage 

The Washingon Suburban San¬ 
itary Commission has scheduled a 
public hearing to discuss methods 
of correcting a storm drainage 
erosion problem in the stream val¬ 
ley between Lakewood and Wood¬ 
land Hills subdivisions. 

Designed to gain public input 
on a WSSC staff-suggested pro¬ 
ject to solve the problem, the 
hearing will be held on Tues., 
March 25, at 4 p.m., in the WSSC’s 
Main Office Building Auditorium, 
4017 Hamilton Street, Hyattsville. 

Expected to cost about $27,000, 
the proposed project involves the 
installation of drainage pipes, 
which would discharge into a 
stable stream in a wooded area 
adjacent to the Greenbelt athlet¬ 
ic field. 

If approved for future construc¬ 
tion, the project would begin in 
Block V, approximately 100 feet 
west of Hillside Road and run 
westerly for approximately 225 
feet. The drainage area is gen¬ 
erally bounded by Greenhill Road 
on the north. Hillside Road on the 
east, Northway on the south and 
Fayette Place on the west. 

At Monday’s city council meet¬ 
ing after hearing an appeal by 
Northway resident Bob McGee, the 
council went on record supporting 
the efforts to correct the erosion 
problem. McGee pointed out that 
the present situation was creating 
safety and odor problems. 


County Municipal Conf.

The Prince Georges County

Del. Gerard F. Devlin, who rep¬ 
resents Greenbelt in the House of 
Delegates, has invited local resi¬ 
dents who would like to see “de¬ 
mocracy in action” during the pre¬ 
sent session of the General Assem ¬ 
bly to drop by his office in the 
new House Office Building in An ¬ 
napolis.

Monday evening at 8 p.m. and 
every other week day at 10 a.m. 
Devlin is a member of the Ways 
and Means Committee which 
meets each afternoon at 1 p.m.

These philosophies either expli¬ 
citly or implicitly seemed to under¬ 
lie the approaches taken to the 
major bylaw changes being pro¬ 
posed. 

For example, the proposal to 
have staggered 3-year terms for 
the 9-man board, instead of the 
present 2-year terms, was attacked 
because it lengthened the period 
that directors would be in office. 
“The problem,” Ben Elkins said, 
“is how to get rid of the dry rot 
sitting on the board today, not to 
extend their term.” 

GHI president Jim Smith, on 
the other hand, thought that the 
longer term would contribute to 
the efficiency of the corporation 
by making full use of experience 
gained on the job by the director. 
He also thought that the member ¬ 
ship would be better able to ap¬ 
praise the qualifications of can¬ 
didates for office if only three 
vacancies were open at a time. 

The idea expressed by Elkins 
and others that some mechanical 
means must be devised to get rid 
of unpopular or irresponsible di 
rectors was pooh-poohed by 
Charles Schwan who said that 
the simple answer is to vote the 
undesirable directors out of office 
at the next election. 

Similarly r the proposal to give 
the board authority to revise op¬ 
erating charges at quarterly in¬ 
tervals to meet actual rises that 
take place in taxes, fuel, water, 
sewage, electricity, and trash was 
a subject of philosophical differ¬ 
ences. 

On the one hand, Eunice Coxon 
denounced the proposal as relin¬ 
quishing the membership’s only con¬ 
trol it now has over an irrespon¬ 
sible and inept board — the present 
bylaw restriction on annual in¬ 
creases in operating charges in 
excess of 10 percent. 

On the other hand, Allen Len 
chek and others argued that the 
10 percent restriction not only 
tied the hands of the board, but 
was also shortsighted since the 
financial position of the corpora¬ 
tion and the members’ investment 
could be impaired when the basic 
costs of the corporation rise fas¬ 
ter than 10 percent a year. 

Another proposal that illustra¬ 
ted the lack of faith in the board’s 
judgment was a bylaw change 
submitted by petition through 
Mrs. Coxon and Martha Hutzler. 

This called for limiting invest¬ 

ments of working capital to on? 
year. Smith noted that working 

capital is used for such purposes 
as prepayment of insurance pre¬ 
miums, taxes ( pension costs, in 
ventories and equipment and fund ¬ 
ing of such projects as trailer 
park and enclosed garages, the 
income from which is used to pay 
back the working fund over the 
years. This proposal, Smith said, 
could force the corporation to 

borrow outside funds at a much 
higher cost than if it used work¬ 
ing capital funds. 

The entire membership will 
have a chance to vote on these 
and other proposed bylaw changes 
at a special membership meeting 
on Thursday, April 10.

Dear Mr. Clark: 

As a member of this housing 
corporation since 1966, I am for¬ 
warding to your attention and that 
of your committee on the coopera¬ 
tive solar heat experimental pro¬ 
ject at Greenbelt Homes, Inc. f the 
letter I wrote to the Greenbelt 
News Review. (March 6 issue) 
May I stress that I am not a- 
gainst scientific experiment in the 
name of progress or solar heat, in 
particular. I am against this con¬ 
tract being signed with no vote 
of the membership and with the 
most fragmentary information as 
to costs and procedure. Only this 
week^ did I succeed in securing 
the agreement, which was minus 
the all important project state¬ 
ment. I only received this after 
letting one of the board members 
know that a most important part 
was .missing. 

It is simply outrageous to think 
that these people in the “test- 
homes” have signed no individ¬ 
ual agreements, as far as I know, 
or even seen the agreement or 
project statement 
When I went to the office after 
the news article appeared in the 
local paper and objected to this 
secrecy and signing, the manager, 
Mr. Breashears told me, if I 
didn’t think it was legal to take 
the board to court He said it was 
“free” etc. I have referred this 
matter to my two U. S. Senators, 
who are at the present time look¬ 
ing into the modification of our 
GNMA mortgage, which spells out 
neither principal or interest. 

The end does not justify the 
means. I think we are fortunate 
to have an offer of this kind from 
a distinguished scientific facility 
(center) such as yours j but as 
people of modest means we have 
a right to know exactly what costs 
the membership will bear, even 
those not intimately connected 
with the experiment, particularly 
electricity insurance costs, apprais¬ 
als of the homes, and resale value 
difficulties. 

I feel the president of our board 
and the board members, as well as 
your group, should review this 
whole matter from a legal as well 
as moral viewpoint.

On March 3, 1975 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1975-1, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION NUMBER 1975-1 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CON¬ 
STITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL,” SUB-TITLE 
“HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 
1.7 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL IAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION AS AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE 
OR IN PART THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, 
BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SUB- 
SFCTTON (C) TITLE “ADOPTION” OF SECTION 40-50. TITLE 
“COUNCIL ACTION ON BUDGET,” TO PROVIDE THAT COUN¬ 
CIL SHALL ADOPT THE BUDGET ON OR BEFORE THE TENTH

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SHL Traffic Problems 
Attract Attention 

The Springhill Lake Civic As¬ 
sociation has taken up the cudgels 
«n behalf of motorists entering and 
exiting from the Springhill Lake 
apartments. It appealed successful¬ 
ly to the city council at the March 
17 meeting to initiate a move to 
have the driveway entrance to 
Beltway Plaza near the intersec¬ 
tion of Greenbelt Road and Cherry- 
wood Lane closed and blocked. 

Tom Greer, vice-president of the 
SHL Civic Association, stated that 
while posted signs forbid the use 
as an exit of this Cherrywood Lane 
road cut, which enters into the Plaza 
just a few feet from the Cherrywood 
Lane/Greenbelt Road intersection, 
drivers ignore the sign, creating 
a traffic hazard. 

Moreover, he said, the use of this 
raadcut as an entrance is also a 
traffic hazard. Traffic coming from 
the west to make left turns into 
Ae project onto Cherrywood Lane 
is often forced to make sudden 
halts whenever a motorist attempts 
to use the roadcut entrance be¬ 
cause of the necessity for extremely 
low speed. 

Council suggested that the city 
manager approach the Beltway 
Plaza developer to see what could 
be done — perhaps through a swap 
ef driveway entrances. 

The SHL Civic Association has 
also initiated contact with the 
State Highway Administration to 
•ase the various traffic problems 
found around the Springhill Lake 
complex. 

The first problem highlighted by 
Greer is the exit from Springhill 
Lake through the ramp leading 
from Edmonston Road southbound 
to Kenilworth Ave. He noted that 
almost all traffic must merge across 
two lanes of southbound Kenilworth 
traffic to get into the left turn 
for gaining access to the approaches 
to the Capital Beltway and Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway, 

State Highway Administrator 
Bernard M. Evans replied that 
the State has on the planning 
boards a proposal to make a second 
left turn lane for southbound 
Kenilworth Ave. traffic. The re¬ 
sults, he said, should be a shorter 
line of left-turning vehicles, as 
well as a shorter time in the over¬ 
all signal cycle in which to turn 
them. This, Evans said, should 
make it easier for exiting Spring¬ 
hill Lake traffic inasmuch as it 
would permit a longer distance in 
which to weave across Kenilworth 
Ave. 

A second problem cited by Greer 
is the hazard encountered by 
Springhill Lakers returning to the 
project from points east on Green- 
belt Road or south on Kenilworth 
Ave. Such residents have to make 
a right turn into the project in 
front of traffic turning from south¬ 
bound Kenilworth to westbound 
Greenbelt Road. Then, they have 
to run the gauntlet, within a few 
feet, of additional traffic from the 
cutoff which allows southbound 
Kenilworth traffic to make a long 
right hand turn onto northbound 
Edmonston Road. 

To this, Evans noted that a traf¬ 
fic signal system is under design 
that will help provide for a more 
efficient flow of traffic along 
Greenbelt Road This will make 
the movement at Cherrywood Lane 
easier and perhaps somewhat 
more attractive, Evans said, there¬ 
by lessening the use of the other 
entrances and exits to the project.

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Greenbriar Huns Into 
Sediment Problems

A sediment device on the nor¬ 
thern portion of the Greenbriar 
tract will require adjustment ac¬ 
cording to the State Department of 
Water Resources (SDWR), SDWR 
is also in the process of request¬ 
ing that the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Board of Education take similar 
corrective action on the adjacent 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Senior High 
School site where some pollution 
problems have been spotted. 

Alan Kay, developer of the 1,193- 
unit condominium apartment de¬ 
velopment, said that weather con ¬ 
ditions caused a breakdown in the 
sediment trap, and appropriate ac¬ 
tion is being taken for its repair. 

On February 18, SDWR notified 
the Kay and Kay Construction 
Company that the discharge from 
the sediment device at the nor¬ 
thern end of the property was 
causing sediment to be deposited 
into an unnamed tributary of 
Beaver Dam Creek. The agency 
ordered a stop to grading and 
earth movement operations. 

Two weeks ago an SDWR inspec¬ 
tor met on site with representa¬ 
tives of the construction company 
and their engineers, a city of Green¬ 
belt inspector and officials of the 
Prince Georges County Soil Con¬ 
servation District. The problem 
and its solution were discussed. 
As a result, the Kay and Kay 
Construction Company was asked 
to submit to the Soil Conservation 
District a revised sediment con¬ 
trol plan covering (1) restoration 
of the area below the outfall of 
the present sediment trap affec¬ 
ted by the discharge, (2) upgrad 
ing of the existing trap, (3) sta 
bilization of the site as soon as 
possible with some vegetative 
cover and (4) timetable of imple¬ 
mentation of the measures. The 
District has since received the 
plan, and is now reviewing it, 

Kay told the News Review that 
the finishing touches are being 
applied to the first section of the 
development which houses 252 
apartments. About 150 units have 
been sold. Kay forsees the com¬ 
pletion of the second section con 
taining about 220 units in the near 
future. 

FDR 

SDWR found that the sediment 
basin on the FDR tract was de¬ 
fective, and not built according to 
original plans. The matter was 
turned over to the Prince Georges 
County Department of Licenses 
and Permits for corrective action 
under the county’s sediment con¬ 
trol law,

ing. from where it leads to Cen¬ 
ter School, and then to the pedes¬ 
trian underpass near the library. 
From the* underpass it will con¬ 
tinue among some of the original 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. homes > cross 
Ridge Road and descend through 
an existing forest trail to Maple¬ 
wood Court and to the Lake. The 
trail will then return to the star 
ting point through Braden Field 
and visitors will have the option 
of a longer alternative route cir¬ 
cling the lake by way of the dam. 

Stern saw a need for two types 
of trail markers. First, guiding 
markers, about 50, which will iden 
tify the trail by a logo and indi¬ 
cate the direction. Second, descrip 
tive markers, about a dozen, which 
will tell something about each lo¬ 
cation of the marker. The total 
cost for all materials is estimated 
to be around $3,000. 

The committee is hopeful that 
these costs might be, reduced if 
they could induce the National 
Park Service or the local schools 
to help with the markers. 

The merits of the project, as 
perceived by Stern are 

(1) It provides a focal point for 
bicentennial visitors and combines 
for them a pleasant walk with a 
tour of Greenbelt and information 
about the city’s unique features. 

(2) It will become a permanent 
point of interest in Greenbelt af- 
t°r the bicentennial year has end¬ 
ed and will serve, among other 
things to acquaint Greenbelt res¬ 
idents and children with the city’s 
history. 

(3) It is relatively inexpensive 
and self-contained, and does not 
require any personnel for its op¬ 
eration.

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GHI Discusses Trim faint, 
Energy-Saving Programs

At a long,protracted meeting last Thursday evening the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board considered a large number of mat- 
ters which at first sight seemed unrelated, but which turned out 
to be mostly in the category of saving fuel, or of saving money 
because of the fuel cost burden. 


In the latter class was a pro¬ 
posed new policy of assigning fis¬ 
cal responsibility to each member 
for painting exterior house trim, 
brought to the board by the Aes¬ 
thetics and Environment commit¬ 
tee. Under this policy GHI would 
inspect the houses each year and 
inform the member if his or her 
home needs painting. The mem¬ 
ber could then choose between 
doing the job or having GHI do it. 
If the second course were chosen, 
the member could repay GHI in 
monthly payments. 

The board members appeared to 
be in essential agreement that the 
policy would be necessary. How¬ 
ever, they discussed at length sev¬ 
eral practical problems that would 
be involved. A first question rais¬ 
ed by directors Hugh O'Donnell 
and Joseph Comproni was wheth¬ 
er such a policy would be within 
the purview of the corporation to 
carry out, and several directors 
concurred that an opinion on this 
should be sought from corporation 
counsel, Albert Ginsberg. 

A second question was how long 
the repayment period could be, and 
on this point manager Roy Brea- 
shears expressed concern that too 
long a repayment period could de¬ 
crease GHI’s working funds. Di¬ 
rector Virginia Moryadas suggest¬ 
ed on the other hand that perhaps 
financing could be made easier for 
hardship cases, and also brought 
up the need for members to be 
able to get their windows caulked 
and glazed professionally. 

Director Donald Volk, as chair¬ 
man of the A. and E. committee 
that initiated the proposal, argued 
in its favor that “this is a way to 
get us back into a regular trim¬ 
painting program", and was sup¬ 
ported by some board members 
who noted that certain homes were 
now looking “shoddy" as a re¬ 
sult of neglect. 

The board finally passed an ex¬ 
ploratory motion to endorse the 
principle that “members be al¬ 
lowed to paint their own trim", 
and referred the matter back to 
the Finance and Aesthetics com¬ 
mittee to iron out details. 

Fuel-Saving Program 

As mentioned above, several 
separate items were brought up 
at different times during the 
meeting in connection with the 
fuel-saving program: 

1- Certain burners in both the 
small and large heating plants may 
have to be replaced because of a 
new regulation originating from 
the state's Air Quality Control Of 
fice; however this regulation still 
needs to be clarified. 

2. The manager stated that the 
mass adjustment of the Weather 
man variable temperature control 
units was completed during Feb¬ 
ruary and that the maintenance 
staff will “keep an eye" on them 
during regular boiler check-ups. 

3, Chairman James Smith noted 
that a second informal meeting, 
to discuss the corporation’s fuel¬ 
saving program with the members, 
will be held Wednesday, March 
26 at the Youth Center. 

4. The manager expressed plea¬ 
sure at being able to report that 
an approximate 25% reduction had 
been achieved in fuel consump¬ 
tion over the last six months; di¬ 
rector Stephen Polaschick said he 
was beginning to see the value of 
the program, noting “This is work¬ 
ing out very well". 

5, A further problem to be faced 
in the immediate future, however, 
was brought up by O'Donnell who 
reported that more leaks are oc¬ 
curring in the steam lines serv¬ 
ing the North End homes. He 
again urged that a pilot project 
be initiated to determine whether 
these homes can be successfully 
converted to hot water heating, 
but Smith and Comproni were un- 
receptive because of the financing 
problem. 


6. Comproni brought up the re¬ 
sistance of some members to the 
solar heat project and suggested 
that GHI undertake written agree¬ 
ments with members involved in 
the project, but other board mem¬ 
bers including chairman Smith 
felt the project should continue on 
the present basis. 

Sewer Problem 

Some other issues were also 
dealt with by the board during 
its four-hour session. The real 
source of troublesome sewer block¬ 
ages experienced by townhouse 
members appears to have been lo¬ 
cated by staff engineer George 
Craft, who has found several low 
spots in the sewer caused by 
settling; these low spots collect 
sediment and ultimately become 
blocked. A first estimate from a 
contractor for replacing this sew¬ 
er line is about $10,500, which the 
manager urged should be includ¬ 
ed in replacement reserve plan¬ 
ning for the townhouses. 

Chairman Smith released a copy 
of a letter which he has sent to 
sixteen members of an Ad Hoc 
Investigatory panel, created by the 
board to evaluate some charges 
made by Martha Hutzler. In his 
letter Smith noted “accusations of 
serious administrative and ac¬ 
counting irregularities" made by 
Mrs. Hutzler at various board 
meetings and in letters to the 
News Review, and asked the panel 
‘in the best interest of GHI to re¬ 
solve the issues as quickly as pas 
sible" because the charges have 
continued over the last three 
months. Director Theodore Byerly 
commented that Mrs. Hutzler's 
principal charge was considered 
by the Audit committee a year 
ago and was found to be not ver¬ 
ified. In reply to question by Com¬ 
proni and member Charles Schwan 
on the size and make-up of the 
panel, Smith said he had tried to 
get a wide cross-section of mem¬ 
bers - unassociat^d with either 
board or Audit committee - to en ¬ 
sure an objective appraisal. 

Ben Rosenzweig has been re¬ 
quested to serve as chairman and 
to organize the panel to accomp¬ 
lish its mission. The first meet¬ 
ing is scheduled for tonight (Thurs¬ 
day, March 20).

Local Areas Seek to Share 
New County Tax Sources 

The Prince Georges delegation 
to the Maryland General Assembly 
met in Annapolis on Feb. 28, to 
discuss the tax measures requested 
by county executive Winfield M. 
Kelly. Mayor Pro-tem Gil Weiden- 
feld, vice-chairman of the Prince 
Georges County Municipal Asso¬ 
ciation, made a presentation to the 
delegates requesting that munici¬ 
palities share in any new county 
tax revenues raised in the muni¬ 
cipalities. 

Weidenfeld's presentation used 
the city of Greenbelt as being 
illustrative of the financial diffi¬ 
culties that the cities and towns 
in the county have encountered in 
the past few years, mostly, as a 
result of high inflation. 

One of Kelly’s tax measures was 
a renter's tax of up to 4% on mul¬ 
tiple family dwellings. An amend¬ 
ment was introduced to return to 
a municipality an equal share of 
the renter’s tax generated in the 
municipality, but was defeated by 
a 12 to 10 vote. The renter’s tax 
was approved by the delegation. 

Another Kelly tax measure, 
which would generate 2.2 million 
dollars for the county by increas¬ 
ing the cigarette tax in the county 
from 6c to 10c a pack, was passed. 
An amendment to the cigarette tax 
which would give 15% of the reve¬ 
nues generated by the tax increase 
to the municipalities on a shared 
per capita basis will be introduced 
when this bill comes up for sec¬ 
ond reading. If the bill, as amen¬ 
ded, passes the delegation and is 
approved by the General Assembly, 
it would bring about $25,000 to 
Greenbelt, which amounts to ap¬ 
proximately 4c on the city’s tax 
dollar.
